The Capitol, representing an investment of $5,000,000, was not 


only financed during the stress of war, but built while the world con- 
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flict waged. Assembling the material and recruiting the necessary 
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highly skilled labor was a tremendous task when one considers that 
the theatre is one of the structural wonders of the world. It is the 
only great modern building on earth wherein the structural steel was ="

fabricated on the site. The urgent demands of the government for material for war purposes closed 


the mills against that kind of work for structural purposes. The steel itself had been secured and it was, | 


rushed to the spot, where it was cut, punched and assembled without benefit of the ponderous special 
_ -machinery mills employ for that purpose. Under these unique conditions the greatest truss ever used in an. 
interior was built and set in place, supporting the spreading balcony. The span is 170 feet i in length, 1615 
feet high and weighs more than one hundred tons.
